It is not believed that the 
Maine was destroyed by a: torpedo under- 
neath: if so, a hole would have been torn 
in the bottom and the ship would not 
have been riven to atoms, as was the case, 
The aft part of the ship sank in three min- 
utes and the officers and surviving crew 
escaped half-clothed. Pieces of the »wreck- 

ge flew a distance of 300 yards, one large 
piece of cement striking the quarter deck of 
the City of Washington of the Ward line, 
anchored ahead of the Maine, twenty min- 
utes before the explosion.”’

February 16.—Several hundred 
from all of the principal negro 
churches of the state met this 
morning at the Cotton Avenue Baptist 
ehurch in an educational conference to 
meet General ‘T. J. Morgan, corresponding 
Secretary of the American .Baptist Home 
Mission Society, and Rev. M. MacVicar, 
LL. D., superintendegt of the society's 
educational work. 

The immediate purpose of the conv ion 
was to consider the propriety of inna 
a permanent educational board, represent- 
ing all the negro Baptist churches, to work 
in co-operation with thetHome Mission So- 
ciety in promoting the educational interests 
of the negro Baptists of the state. The 
general plan Wis to appoint a financial sec- 
retary, who shali be supported joiniy by 
the educutional conference and the lfome 
Mission Society, who shall eive his cntire 
lime and strength te promoting. the inter- 
ests' of education, hunting up young men 
and young women ang encouraging them to 
enter sume of the schools already establish- 
ed and soliciting funds for Spelman sém- 
inary, the Atlanta Baptist college and 
secondary schools in affiliation with them. 

Interesting addresses were made by Gen- 
eral Morgan, Superintendent MacVicar and 
others on the line that it is believed that 
such a union of forces at the present time 
Will entirely do away with Whatever of 
friction or misunderstanding Which has 
existed heretofore, and will awaken a new 
interest in the cause of education. They 
argued there is a very. large number of 
negro Baptists in the state, and if they 
can be united heartily and enthuslastical- 
ly, they can greatly Increase the number 
of students in the school and add largely 
to the financial resources of these institu- 
tions. 

Rev. Dr. lienry E. Morehouse, field sec- 
retary of the American Baptist Hlome Mis- 
sion Society, was also present and made 
an able address. ‘Professor George Sales, 
president of the Baptist coHege of Atlanta, 
and Professor William FE, Holmes, of the 
same institution, took prominent part _in 
the proceedings. 

Rev, E. K. Loves of ‘Savannah, expressed 
himself in opposition to the plan as out- 
lined above. He did not? approve leaving 
the education of the colored children of 
Georgia in the hands of the educational 
society, but sald it was the duty of the 
church and every citizen to assist in -ihe 
work and that the educational Society 
should not. be given full capacity, as it 
would be: unsatisfactory to many of the 
colored Baptists of Georgia. Love has de- 
veloped a very strong following, and at the 
present time it se@éms that a majority of 
the convention are with him, 

The discussion is now on in earnest and 
the probability is the conference will be in 
session all day tomorrow, 

The convention was opened this morning 
devotional exercises- by Rev. W,,..

Develj died Sunday, but the daughter will 
recover. Upon the  doctor’s body were 
found 150 large ulcers, and scattered over 
the form of Miss Develi were 115 of the hor- 
rible sores, Develi’s. history _reads like 
fiction and furnishes a romance of two 
worlds. 

During the war he first appeared in 
Louisville as the chief spy of the confed- 
eracy, carrying important dispatches from 
Jefferson Davis. He settled here and began 
the practice of medicine, and by his -bril- 
liancy soon won an tmmense practice, and 
hecome one of the celebrated medical men 
of the south. . 

His h‘story prior to his appearance in 
Louisville was shrouded in mystery until 
some time in the ’7%a when he applied for 
the position of Italian consul from Ken- 
tucky. His application was rejected by the 
Italian government, with a marked sign of 
disfavor, and then the story of his early 
life came out. He had been the physician 
to the Italian court at Rome, and was 
so unfortunate as to become involved in a 
duel with one of the king’s favorites, whom 
he killed on the field of honor. He was 
exiled from Italy. 

After leaving Italy, Develi's fame as a 
physician had extended so over Europe 
that he was tendered the place of physician 
to the court®of Portugal. This position he 
held with honor until his weakness for wo- 
men caused him to engage in another duel, 
which resulted in him leaving Portugal in 
disgrace.

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Tax Committee Holds Important Meet- 
_ ing Yesterday. 
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HURT ASKS FOR A REDUCTION 
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Fcrrest High’s Trading Stamp Scheme 
Cannot Exist Without an 
Injunction. 


The tax cOmmittee of city council held ar 
important meeting a t the city hall yester- 
day afternoon. The usual routine of free 
licenses was disposed of, and Mr. Joel 
Hurt, représenting the Atlanta Home In- 
surance Company, was present and asked 
that the capital stock of his company be 
not taxed. 

Mr. Hurt claimed that, 
and to custom in regard to other com- 
panies, the city has levied a tax on the 
capital stock when the company was al- 
‘ready paying tax on local premiums, real 
estate, and for the privilege of doing busi- 
ness. He argued that other companies do- 
ing business in the city were not charged 
on their capital. stock, and that if the city 
persisted in taxing the same the company 
would certainly move its headquarters from 
Atlanta. 

It was the opinion of the committee that 
the capital stock of the company should not 
be taxed, but Judge Anderson, the city 
attorney, holds the city must collect the 
tax under the law. A compromise of some 
sort will be agreed on, however, and it is 
highly probable Mr. Hurt will gain his 
point. At any rate, the committee is de- 
termined the Atlanta Home Insurance Com- 
pany shall not leave Atlanta on this ac- 
count. 

A petition was read from Forrest High, 
of Whitehall street, asking for the privilege 
of continuing his stamp rebate system, 
wanting to know whether the injunction 
recently granted the International Trading 
Stamp Company would allow him to dd 
business as wéll as the last concern. 

The committee decided that Mr. High's 
rebate scheme was covered by council's 
ordinance, but not by the injunction grant- 
ed the International Trading Stamp Com- 
pany. Mr. High, therefore, will have to 
sue out an injunction himself before he 
will be allowed to continue his present 
trading stamp business. 

City Attorneys Anderson and Pendleton 
are preparing their answer to the bill for 
injunction in the International’ Trading 
Stamp Company case, and -will have it 
ready for the courts in the next few days. 
They will hold that the city has the right 
to pass such an ordinance unde rithe gen- 
eral welfare clause of the charter,fand that 
the conditions of retail business interests 
here are such that the enforcement of such 
a measure would be just and proper. They 
will deny the ordinance is illegal, and will 
fight the case to the bitter end, if neces- 
sary.

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Revenue Men Make Warm Charges 
Against Soldiers. 
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SOLIDERS JUMPED FROM CAR 


Statements of Revenue Men Place an 
Entirely Different Aspect on 
the Case. 


Warrants may be Sworn out tor William 
Powell and two other soldiers of the Unit- 
ed Stutes army, stationed at Fort McPher- 
gon, charging them with counterfeiting. 
After the strenuous denial of the soldiers 
that they had attempted to pass counter- 
feit coin and after their frank and pos!- 
tive: statement, it Was thought that the 
maiter would be dropped, but the revenue 
officers do no propose to do this. 

The soldiers say one thing and swear to 
it and the revenue men make statements 
that are directly opposite and are, ready to 
make oath to what they say. 

“They are just a band of counterfeiters,” 
sf#id Deputy Marshal J. W. Whatley yes- 
terday. ‘“‘The soldiers did pass some mon- 
ey on my posseman, whether it was coun- 
terfeit or not, and two of them did, jump 
off the train while it was running twenty- 
five miles an hour,” said Deputy Collector 
John W. Martin.

He thrust it mto 
Cox’s hands and asked for change, Cox 
afterwards told him that the money was 
counterfeit, and he grabbed it out of the 
posseman’s hand and gave him another 
dollar. When [ was called-up to where 
they were, Mr. Whatiey. the deputy marsh- 
al, had arrested Powell and had him in 
his hards. Two other soldicrs had crowe- 
ed up to Powell and they jumped from the 
train while it Was running twenty-five 
miles an hour. Powell had evidently given 
them the counterfeit coin and they haa 
jumped with it, for he had none of the 
dollars I had seen in his possession a few 
minutes before. He had a genuine dollar, 
which Cox had given back to him. When 
1 found no counterfeit money on him |! 
asked Mr. Whatley to turn him loose. 

“The only’ pistol drawn was when some 
soldier rushed up, and cursing, demanded 
to Know what we wanted. I pushed him 
back at first and then he rushed up again 
and threw ‘his hand behind him. Then 
Mr. John Gay drew his gun, and point- 
ing at the soldier made him hehave while 
we finished searching Powe}l).’’ 

Said De ‘puty Marshal Whatley. who made 
the arrest: *‘“‘They were nothing but «oun- 
terfeiters. As soon aS Cox told me that 
they had passed some bogus money on 
him I walked up, and catching hold of 
Powell, arrested him. He kicked ua little 
and I pushed him in one corner and inade 
him keep still until he was searened. The 
two other soldiers jumped from the train. 
which was running at a rapid rate. They 
must have taken the counterfeit money, 
for we could not find it. on Powell. The 
only reason we did not follow the men who 
jumped off was that we were starting cut 
on a raid and had our porsemen and every- 
thing ready.”
